And Eighty Botms '" Burned to
Death In a Livery Stable.

Bt. Louis, llo., Feb!. . Are was
discovered In tha large livery stable of
Jess Arnot, at Mulb. and Chestnut
streets. The flames spread so rapidly
among the combustibles that it waa with
difficulty any of tha horses could be re
moved. About forty animal were finally
extricated from the burning building, but
eighty horses were burned to death amid
the moat pitiable demonstratlona of
agony. About half aa hour after
the fire broke out the west wall
felt out, letting the upper floor
down, and several men wnre caught
and burled. Four pipemcn of No. 6 Kugine
Company were of the number, and one ot
tbem, John Flnnerty, ia still under tha
ruins, or supposed to be, aa be can not be
found, and a plpeman standing beside him
when the crash came la sure be waa caught
in the worst part. Jack MoOrath, plpcmun
of the aame coin ..any, waa taken out seri
ously bruised and burned. Thi other
firemen escaped , with alight in
Juries. About a doien men In all were
caught, the other being employes and
volunteer helping to carry Out property.
Charley Manach was taken out nearer dead
than alive, lie ia now at the City Hospital,
aud will pmbubly die.

MICHIGAN FLOODS.

The Mad Waters Causing Qreat
Damage.

Buildings at Lyons Washed Away and the
People Fanlo-Strtcke- n.

Ltons, Mich., Feb. 11. The flood here Is
limply terrible. A panic has seized some
of the people, and It is impossible to got
estimates of tbe losses. Tbe water in some
places is four feet deep in msny residence
snd the same state of affairs prevails in
store-room- Every body is moving, or
preparing to move. Up to last night three
buildings bad been Washed away and de
molished, and many othors were
badly damaged. Alexander McFarlane's
family are sick and cut off from
assistance. The Herald office has
been boated to higher quarters, but the
paper will be publiahed aa usual. Rain
foil In torrent until about midnight, when
It changed to snow, and by daylight fully
eight Inches of snow and aleet bod fallen,
There Is a regular northeaster, with a
twenty-mil- e wind. Tbe water has risen
two feet in tbe last four hours and is still
rising. The people are worn out working
night and day to save their property. The
Maple and Grand rtrors unite here, and
both are raging. Should tb Lansing ice
reach hore before the gorge given way all
the business places on tbe north side ot
Main street will be washed away. A rough
estimate of the damage makes the aggre-
gate between $75,000 and 1100,000. Fred
Winters, of Charlotte, was drowned when
trying to cross the Thornapple river.

Tbrri Rivers, Mich., Feb. 11. This city
is surrounded with water. All the shops
hsve been closed. The immense lumber
piles of Roberts, Thorp & Co., and those
belonging to Voshurg are afloat. The Lake
Bhore track ia in great danger of being
washed away.

A STRANGE FUNERAL.
The Queer Bights Witnessed at the Burial

of a Chinaman at Baltimore.
Baltimore, Feb. 13. Rarely has an event

attracted so large a mob as was brought
together to-d- by the funeral of Wung
Fung, a ' Chinese laundry man. Ee
was a Mason of high rank, and
half a dozen brother Masons came
on from San Francisco to attend
tbe obsequies. For nearly two weeks the
body haa been lying in state and y the
ceremonies took place. By actual .count
3,811 people passed through and took a look
at the dead man. In the coffin wore
placed pieces of white and red muBlin,
a fan, a piece of paper scroll-wor- k

and a triangular alip of paper with
Chinese . inscriptions which Bymbolized
his Masonic rank. The peculiar Chinese
rites were then performed and a proces-
sion formed, carrying a large canopy, Chi-
nese lanterns, flags and banners of various
designs. The Chinamen made their way
to the cemetery through a crowd of twenty
thousand people, depositing their banners,
together with dishes of rico, chicken, porii
and sugar u ;on the grave.
